In several cases 
helpers to the striking craftsmen, were offered employment on the 
turntables'in the yards, and wheri they had worked, there a short 
time'were asked if they would just as soon go into'-the machine 
shops.

landowner. He was educated at St. 
.Tohn's college and Frederick Academy 
and then received his appointment to 
the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. He first saw active ser- 
vice during the Civil "War, being as- 
signed to duty when the war broke 
out and sarvlng until the end. In 1863 
Schley was married to Miss Annie 
Rebecca Franklin. 


Following the Civil-War Schley.was 


with the American Squadron in .the 
Pacific, in China, Japan and Korea, on 
the west coast of Africa and on tha 
east coast of South America. 


In 1884 he commanded the.expedi- 


tion sent Into the Arctic regions to 
rescue A. W. Greeley, the explorer, 
who tried to find the North Pole. In 
June 187.1 he stormed the forts of the 
Salee River in Korea. 


DESTROYED SPANISH ETJSET 
At the outbreak of the Spanish- 


American, war in 1S98, Rear Admiral 
Schley was dispatched to Santiago 
with an American squdron , and on 
July 3 destroyed tha Spanish fleet, 
under command of Cerera, in the bat- 
tle of Santiago. 
After the war Admiral Schley was 


presented with a gold sword by the 
people of Pennsylvania, a jeweled 
medal of -honor by the legislature of 
Maryland and a silver service by the 
people of Maryland. 


Admiral Schley wrote and published 
several hooks dealing with life in the 
navy. 
Chief of'.these were "Forty- 
Five.years'TJnder.the Flag," published 
in 1904, and "The Rescue of Greeley," 
prepared with the ."assistance of Pro- 
fessor James H. Soley, and published 
in 1886.

Wash., Oct. 2.—Valdez 


tables say reports from Port Wells show 
lhat the earthquake, -which last week put 
the Alaska cable out of commission', was 
much more, severe to the westward than 
at Valdez. At the new town of Golden 
the shock was so severe that It started

Designer of-Dam 


Declared It Unsafe 


WILMINGTON, 
Del.. . Oct. 2. — T. 


Cluukelcy Hatton, the civil engineer" w"ar> 
designed 'the dam of the Bayless Pulp and 
Paper Company at Austin, Pa., is a. resi- 
dent of Wilmington. 


"r have not seen the dam since'Jan- 


uary, 1910, when Mr. Wegmann, consult- 
' ing engineer of the New York Aqueduct 
'commission and I inspected 
and 
pro- 


nounced jt1. .unsafe,'! -said Hatton.. "We 
made certain recommendations for its re- 
'pair and reinforcement, but I was not en- 
gaged to supervise this work and do not 
know -whether our recommendations were 
carried .out. The dam was built in'the 
best mnnner possible, but .tlie foundations 
were of sandstone. This paused damage.] 
yhen water got un&er. the foundations, 
'because of .the, flssurds in,the rocks after 


;we had bored .nine feet to a seemingly 
safe bottom. 
• 


•"A good test of the rock foundation of 


the dam was made before we began the 
original construction. Fissures must have 
extended., further down, however. 
The 


feet of the dam was set in a channel four 
feet deep in the rock foundation. 
The 


sides of the dam, the structure being of 
reinforced concrete, were set twenty feat 
into the rock of the hills on each side;: 
.They were anchored 'there by steel rods 
two and a half inches thick and twenty- 
Hve feet long.". 


Hatton 'described the breaking of the 


dam on January 24, 1910, -when a work- 
man saw the great wall tremble, buckle 
and slide forward 44,Inches In its bed. He 
aroused the town 'and The inhabitants 
took refuge in the mountains and for two 
days remained there. 
• ' - . ' " 


The imprisoned water escaped through 
a breach made by dynamite, and the dam 
anfl town were saved. 
Hatton imme- 


diately pronounced the dam unsafe and 
made extensive recommendations along 
the line of reinforcement. 


Flood Feared for 


-Years by Residents 


of Ill-Fated Town 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—"When I was 


,in Austin three weeks ago people re- 
marked that the Johnstown flood of 1S89 
was. likely to be repeated at Austin," 
said David B. Morgan, a "Washingtonian, 
and 
Or nativs of Austin, who hurried to 


the stricken city. 


For a year or more the people of 


Austin, .most of whom worked for the 
three pulp mills in. the vicinity, have 
dreaded the collapse of the big dam," 
said B. L. Ross of this city who, with 
his wife, a native of Austin, .frequently 
visited the little ' Pennsylvania town.

ways had a lurking fear, that some day 
they would have to flee for" their lives, 
just .as they did once when the dam 
sprang a leak/' 'said Ross.

•voters will take their tip from Canada and punish President Taft for 
advocating a reciprocal agreement that the Canadians rejeeted^be- 
cause, as the mayor of Toronto said, it would make the 'Dominion, 
knuckle down to the United States.

That a newspaper which, during the campaign, represented the 


"Yankees" as a broken-down, corrupt, bankrupt nation, should cher- 
ish the delusion that the people of the United States care a rap about 
what is done politically in Canada is.quite natural. The bumptious-- 
r.ess of it is comical, however. It is-so English you know—English in 
the sense that Lord Dundreary is English and the London-"'Arry a 
true type of the modern Englishman.. 
. 


The facts are no more as the Montreal Star represents them 


than Mr. Podsnap was a representative of the cultivated well-in- 
formed Englishman of Dickens' day. If the editor of the Star is 
riot a lineal descendant of Podsnap, he has inherited the opinions 
and point of view of that ridiculous person. 


A vast majority of Americans favored reciprocity with Can- 


ada—not because they desired political union with that country 
or wanted the Canadians to "knuckle down" to them, but because 
they believed freer trade relations would be a mutual benefit to 
both countries—and they are not going to punish President Taft 
because the Canadians allowed a foolish spirit of Chauvinism to 
control their judgment. This Yankee nation does its owns think- 
ing and its own voting, and it is not going to be influenced by the 
absurd-colonial Toryism of the Canadian Conservatives. 
Only an 


obtuse intellect could entertain such a fancy. 


While Americans in general favored the reciprocity agreement, 


they were not greatly concerned about it. They were not down- 
cast when Canada voted to reject the agreement. 
- They regarded 


the abuse heaped upon them/ by the Tory-Conservative press of 
the Dominion with amused contempt. They do not blame Presi- 
dent Taft because the Canadians voted against the agreement. 
Why should they? Canada 'had the better of the bargain, and 
if they chose to cut off their noses to spite their.faces they do not 
greatly care. They are.not even angered at being called "Yankees." 
It is not a term of reproach in this country, and the Yankee is not 
in the habit of going to school to the Kanuck. 


But the superfluous ass in Montreal who imagines that Ameri- 


cans are waiting to hear from Canada before deciding how to vote 
is decidedly a humorous person—objectively. He knows nothing 
about the springs of American sentiment nor the motives which 
govern political action in this country. If he did he would -not put 
President Taft on the retired list because Canada has untied the'dog 
and run under the .bed .for fear that the bloody Yankees would eat 
her up. It is a hilarious opinion this Kanuck editor has of himself 
and his country. His idea of the United 'States is shriekingly. funny. 
If he would recite his editorials in monologue on the American 
vaudeville stage he would make a fortune. He is so silly that he 
is inexpressibly comic. But what's the use? It's a waste of lather 
to shave an ass.

Superior Judge Wallace of T'ulare 'county has given an interview, 


to the Visalia Times that is worthy of attention. Judge Wallace 
says he is in favor of the recall principle, but denounces the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution as flangerous and un-American. 
His reasons arc the same as those THE TRIBUNE has given on 
several occasions, namely, that it is' monstrously unfair to.official.in- 
. cumbents. Any scheme that permits the holder of an office to be 
recalled and his place given to another, although that other may not 
receive half as many votes as. the.incumbent, is. a travesty on justice 
and common sense. It provides a machinery that invites attacks on 
officeholders, which it practically disarms. It is a scheme devised in 
trickery and dishonesty and has been urged in hypocrisy and decep- 
tion. Judge Wallace has laid his finger on the rotten place in this 
crooked measure of pseudo reform. 


The flood at Austin, Penn., recalls the terrible disaster which 


overtook Johnstown-in the same State nearly a quarter "of a century 
ago. 
Both resulted from the same cause—the breaking of an arti- 


ficial clam. The loss of life and property at Johnstown was enor- 
mous because a thriving and .prosperous city of considerable, size 
was overwhelmed with the flood. 
The disaster which befell Austin 


was less destructive only because the town was small and the,dis- 
trict exposed to inundation limited. 


The calamity calls attention to a public danger and a public 


duty. Many dams have been constructed throughout the country 
for power purposes that imperil towns and farms below them. 
These dams*were constructed by private parties in accordance with 
their own plans and ideas. There was no public supervision of the 
work. 
In each State laws should be passed requiring the construc- 


tion of dams to be officially supervised. -The plans should be passed 
upon by some competent engineering'authority in the. service of the 
State, and while in progress the work should be inspected. 
All 


dams now in existence should be examined and those found unsafe 
condemned. 
. 


It is little or no protection for the public that the~ owners of 


dams are legally responsible for the loss of life and property caused 
by breakages. The owners are financially unable to pay the damage 
caused by such disasters as occurred at Johnstown .and Austin. 
Besides, money is no compensation for the loss of life entailed: 
There should be some effective regulation governing the erection 
and maintenance of dams at points where they menace the dwell- 
ers on the stream below. 


Elections in Mexico are always won by the man who. controls 


the army and the election machinery.- It is not surprising therefore 
that Francisco I. Madero won an overwhelming victory/at the polls. 
The campaign was a farce with tragic accompaniments. The op- 
position was terrorized and .Madero's opponents virtually driven 
from the field. However, it is hardly worth while to discuss this 
nhase of the situation since Diaz came into power originally by oust- 
ing his oredecessor by force. The important thing is the, kind of 
rule tn.it Madero will give Mexico. Diaz gave the country peace 
and security and set in motion the forces of development. If Ma- 
dero can tranquilize the country and keep it in the path of progress 
he will do something worthy of the esteem of mankind and win an 
honorable place in history. 
But he succeeds a great man and his 


performance will have to stand comparison witlr-'one that has ex- 
T.jted the admiration of the civilized world.

The fear of a Pan-Islam uprising is idle. The Moslem world 


is broken into fragments. It no'longer has.cohesion or a central au- 
thority. ' True, the Sultan of Turkey holds the green flag of the 
prophet and claims to be the spiritual successor of Mahomet, but in j 
Persia his spiritual authority is denied and his political power defied. | 
The vast majority of the Mahommedans in India reject the spiritual 
domination of Stamboul; and, besides, the Moslems are not the dom- 
inating sect in India. They are in a minority and are .hated by all 
other Indian sects. 


In a military .sense the followers of the prophet are weaker to- 


day than they have been at any time since O'mar took Jerusalem. 
They have no effective organization, and the notion that they could 
invade Europe is preposterous. -They have been far behind in the 
march of human progress. 
An enormous majority of them are sub- 


jects of Christian powers. 
The notion that they could unite and 


make effective opposition to the organized forces of Christendom is 
preposterous. 
.

For a century or. more the idea 'that Islam could make united 


and effective front against the civilization of Europe has been a fig- 
ment of the imagination. 
Napoleon saw that it was a; spent force. 


The Turk rusted and dreamed at Constantinople when all Europe was 
aflame with internecine strife. He showed neither energy nor capacity 
when the French invaded Egypt, and ever since the tottering throne 
of the Sultan has .been propped up by Christian bayonets. 


Let the green flags be raised and the Ismans preach a holy war 


and the Turk will be cihased out of Europe1,in short order. In a 
brief space not a Moslem sovereignty .-would be left on the face of 
the earth. Russia would seize Persia and France Morocco, and the 
powers would divide up the Sultan's Asiatiq. empire.

The holy war-myth has been cherished and cultivated in Europe 


for political, purposes. ' It has been employed by tricky"-diplomacy to 
justify all sorts of fantastic dealings with the'Turk. The Christian 
nations have played it against each other, well knowing that the 
hordes of Atilla are as likely to return and overrun Europe as 'that 
the tide of Mohammedanism will ever rise'again. It is pure nonsense 
to assume that there- is danger of a Pan-Islamic crusade. 


There is danger, however, that the war between Turkey.and Italy- 


will brjng the great, powers of Europe into collision. Russia and 
Austria both have their, eyes on Constantinople, and Italy longs for 
the ancient possessions once held on the Adriatic coast. English-and 
German fingers are itching to get'a.share of the Turks' possessions, 
arid Greece thinks Macedonia should be hers by right, t This con- 
flict of selfish desires isrwhat-sustains the Turk in Europe, and it is 
this conflict that gives the present war a threatening aspect. 


Mud banks for retaining walls are devices of mud-head engin-

COTTON CROP 
RETURNS 


In his annual report of the tcotton crop 


grown in the year..1910, Secretary Hester 
of the New Orleans. Cotton Exchange 
places the:value of the, crop at $917,355,- 


: 589, ana to this he adds'the value or the 
cotton seed, $112,777,938; making a total 
of $1,030,133,527..; These - are astounding 
figures and they^represent that much ^gold 
•which the manufacturers 
paid 
to the 


.Southern producer., Tliis total represents 
a value of ,$S5 per bale. There are many 
cotton raisers, of the South who 'remem- 
ber the day that their cotton brought 
them 4 cents a pound, or $20 a. bale. If 
a little .figuring is done it -will be noted 
.that the' $112;'000,000 .value of the cotton 
seed, alone is equal to a cotton crop of 
over 5,000,000 b'aies at 4 cents 
a pound. 


And it is not much over.a third of a cen- 
tury ago since 5,00.0,000 bales was looked 
upon as a .big crop of cotton. 
. 


Mr. Hester places the value of the cot- 


ton grown in the South during the past 
seven years at $5,038,000,000. 
This is a 


yearly average .of $700,000,000. 
It would 


be interesting- to know how much of this 
$5,000,000,000 has gone from -the farms of 


th|D 'South to the farms of the West for 
cojra, flour, oats, hay and meats and other 
products of the' farm. 'There must have 
been'much of It.'and this', has helped, tho 
Western farmer along so that he cah,:dls-; 
ca|rd the horse and the plow and. su'osd- 
tuie steam and power machinery 
with 


which to cultivate Ws lands and, harvest 
his crops. While .he and. his family roK 
up to the' meeting: houses at home aail 
to!; the'' theater and' the 
big- shopping 


stores of. the'city in his costly automo-: 
biles, the cotton raiser still has with him 
the horse and the mule and the ox to cart 
his cotton, crop to town, there to turn his 
cotton into food for his own table and' 
for the support of his animals. 


.The hope of prosperity for the Southern 


cotton farmer now, and now as never be- 
fore, Is to raise those things at home 
needed for food for himself and for his 
live stock. 
Until tha Southern farmer 


does this he will be at the mercy of tha 
money lender and of the grain and hog 
raiser of the West, who have for. years 
Jingled in their own pockets millions of 
the gold poured into the South for her' 
cotton.—Mobile Register. -

It now appears that the national gov- 
ernment Is taking an active Interest in 
the standardising of weights and meas- 
ures throughout -the country even so far 
as to supersede all state supervision of 
the same. But in addition the legislature 
of this state, has submitted,to the people 
an amendment to the state constitution 
covering the subject and the same will bo 
voted on at the coming election.

The fact that San Francisco has re- 
cently enacte.d a provision for municipal 
control of inspection and certain expecta- 
tions raised in Oakland regarding the 
matter warrant this report on the sub- 
ject.

Holding that there was no law In this 


state to prevent osteopaths from practic- 
ing optometry as a branch of his profes- 
sion, Superior Judge William S. Wells 
this morning dismissed the judgment en- 
tered in August, 1910, by Police Judge 
George Samuels, which imposed a flne of 
$50 upon!' Dr. 
Charles 
W. Lineker, a 


prominent osteopath of Oakland, for fit- 
ting a pair of lenses to the eyes of one 
Sadie Scbiulthels. The case had been In' 
the Superior Court on appeal for ma.ny. 
months.and Judge Wells' decision is re- 
garded'by osteopaths generally as a great 
victory for their profession. The prose- 
cution of Lineker was conducted by the 
state board of examiners in Optometry, 
represented by Attorneys Louis A- Hll- [ 
burn and Robert Rv' Moody 61 San Fran- j 
Cisco, while Attorneys Snook & Chureh, i 
Fred W. Fry and O. R. Wood represented 
Dr. Lineker.

Contending that there 'was nothing In 


the statutes of Caiiic-rnia that prohibited 
osteopaths from practicing under author- 
itative 
certification 
their 
profession 


within the limits of osteopathy and that 
the care, of the eyes properly came under 
this head, counsel for Dr. Lineker con- 
tended 
before Judge Wells' that 
the 


legislature had taken great pains to 
make a law covering all branches of 
midicine and surgery and to abolish all 
possible distinctions that had 
existed 


between different methods of treating the 
sick and afflicted. 
N 


• NOT STATE SYSTEM. 


It was claimed'by the prosecution .that 


osteopathy was,, not entitled to come 
under the- act that authorized' the practice 
of a medical profession and surgery, but 
in this connection Lineker's attorneys 
replied in a subsequent act elaborating 
the original law it was never the inten- 
tion of the legislature to establish allo- 
pathy as the ."state system., of healing," 
as had been'intimated by the prosecu- 
tion, but that it no doubt was with the 
purpose :of emphasizing this ', intention 
and leaving no room for doubt that the 
legislators passed the subsequent act 
regulating all branches of the medical 
profession. 
The legislature had made it 


clear that there should be no distinction 


under the law 'between those who prac- 
tice medicine and those who practice os- 
teopathy. 


It was further contended by the de-. 


tense that a qualified and certified osteo- 
path had the right to .treat any_disease 
or any human ailment, and that the ex-- 
tent to which the law could possibly be 
said to go was to" the extent of prevent- 
ing an osteopath from 
using .drugs. 


Troubles and affections of the eyes were 
clearly among these diseases and ail- 
ments. 


The defense argued that a majority of 


the states of the Union, by appropriate 
legislation, had recognized the science of 
osteopathy as a "legitimate treatment of 
the sick," including the legislature of 
California. This being tha case, a person 
treating the sick or afflicted by that 
means and science had as legitimate 
right to be called "doctor" as an allo- 
path. Cases were cited wherein it had 
been held by the courts that a homeopath 
was a physician and in i: this regard the 
defense contended that lit the time file 
cases cited were pendingj; homeopaths oc- 
cupied much *he same jiiositlon that os- 
teopaths do at present. j; 
Counsel for Lineker arg;ued that believ- 


ers in osteopathy had a' perfect right to 
receive osteopathic treatment and that 
the contention of the prosecution that 
osteopathic physicians did not receive so 
liberal an education as allopathic doc- 
tors was '^merely an evidence of their 
prejudice."' 
> 


Reverting to the case at Issue, counsel 


declared no knowledge of drugs was re- 
quired for the treatment of the eyes, but 
that study of the nerves was absolutely 
essential. 
It was therefore absurd to 


presume that the., legislature ever in- 
tended to exclude a person from the prac- 
tice of optometry merely because he did 
not use drugs, or because he has better' 
qualified to practice optometry than the 
ordinary physician. 


Judge Wells' ruling clearly defines the^ 


rights of osteopaths under the law. They" 
are entitled to practice In any disease, 
ailment or affectation so. long as they do 
not '..resort ' to-'medtcliie or surgery. 
The 


law so specifies, the court held, - provided 
always that the practitioner, was duly 
qualified for his profession and held a 
'certificate from the state board of medi- 
cal examiners, both of which require- 
ments Dr. Lineker possessed.

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J. C. Hayes Reports Slaughter 


of Tens of Thousands 


of Pests. 


White Animal, Only One of Its. 


Kind, Is Captured 


in Hunt. 


.7. C. Hayes, county superintendent in- 


spector of tho cmaaclo against rodents, 
says that a great deal of interest is now- 
being displayerl by residents in all parts 
of the county in the matter of Hie ex- 
termination of disease breading squirrels. 
As a consequence, tens of thousands of 
tile pests have been destroyed. There are 
also engaged In tne work, in addition to 
the cultivators of the fields and orchards, 
a goodly number of section hands of both 
the Southern and "Western Pacific rail- 
road companies, a force 
of deputy ex- 


terminators representing both Aiamcda 
county and the United States govern- 
inent. 


All of these are working in harmony, 


one force supplementing the work of t'no 
others in their respective districts. 


FIND WHITE SQUIRREL. 


One of the most interesting features 
thua far In the worn of extermination 
was the capture, on the grounds of Mrs. 
l.it-bcs in Mt. Eden of a white squirrel, 
I ho only specimen of the species which, 
it. is said,is known to exist. 
The, on- 
slaught made upon the rodents, lot the 
purpose of preventing the Introduction of 
the bubonic plague in this locality brought 
from his aboile, in an extended burrow, 
this unique creature. 
He was seen emerging from the hole 
in .search of food just as some of the ex- 
terminators 
were 
preparing 
to leave 
poisoned barley at the aperture, where it 
was most likely to attrack the attention 
of the pests which had tunneled into the 
earth. The would-be exterminators had 
never before seen a white squirrel and it 
was immediately decided that the freak's 
lii'c- would be saved if there was a possi- 
bility of -making him a captive. Accord- 
ingly, a- trap was laid and the white 
novelty was taken into captivity.

He also .denies that he was co- 
erced by Lyman and Thornet j who gave, 
their names to him as-L. Itoiiinson and 
Lloyd Thompson, into taking!' them on 
their sensational flight through Northern 
California into' Oregon.

Merle says the doctor was 'known as 
Robinson and. claimed to be a wealthy 
Truckee man who was trying, to get. away 
from his wife who was making a desper- 
ate effort to have him committed to the 
insane asylum to get his money. 
Merle says' he believed this story and 
made the .trip for hire, the doctor paying 
expenses lavishly with 
hundred dollar 
bills, but'failing to pay lor hire of the 
car when, they arrived in Lakeview. This 
left Merle with but ?20 and 500 miles 
from home with a dilapidated car. ' 
He had to wire his brother for. funds. 
He will remain here until after the hear- 
ing "Wednesday when he' will return to 
^akevlew, where he left the machine 
and then go back home by the way he 
came. 


TO WATCH LYMAN. 


Beatty notified Lyman that he would 


take absolutely no chances with him, and 
that when he. started north with Lyman 
and three other federal prisoners, -"for 
whom an extra gruard will be necessary, 
he would handcuff the doctor. Beatty says 
that he will watch the prisoner at night, 
and only leave him long, enough' In the 
daytime to get some rest. 


"I'll put a^tin suit on you if necessary," 
he said. 


The doctor pleaded that his lame leg 


would prevent him from geting away, 
but as he has escaped twice and his 
accomplice once, Beatty is anxious over 
the safety of his man.

"It is true that I promised Merlo $100
